London,  April  29,  4:45 
p,  m.— Maj.  Gen.  Charles 
Townshend,  commander  of 
the  British  forces  besieged  at 
Kut-el-Amara,  Mespotamia, 
by  Turkish  forces,  since  last 
December,  has  surrendered. 

This  information  was  con- 
tained in  a  British  official 
statement  issued  this  after- 
noon. 

The    official   statement 
added  that  Gen.  Townshend ', 
destroyed  all   his    guns  and 
munitions  before  surrender- 
ing.   

Gen.  Townshend  probably  was  driven 
to  Burrender  to  avoid  starvation  of  his 
force.  A  recent  official  Turkish  com- 
munication said  that  the  position  of 
the  British  at  Kut-el-Amara  was  crit- 
ical, and  that  they  -were  expecting  to 
receive  small  supplies  of  food  by  aero- 
plane. An  official  statement  received 
yesterday  from  London  showed  that  a 
last  effort  to  send  supplies  to  the  gar- 
rison had  failed.  It  was  announced 
that  a  ship  laden  with  supplies  had 
been  sent  up  the  Tigris,  that  it  had 
bten  grounded  about  four  miles  east 
of  the  city. 

Less  than  a  score  of  miles  away,  on 
the  banks  of  the  Tigris  below  the 
city,  is  a  relief  army  which  for  monitis

El  Paso,  Tex..  April  29. — Gen.  Alvaro 
Obregon,  minister  of  war  of  the  de 
facto  government,  witJi  the  chief  mili- 
tary commanders  of  Northern  Mexico, 
made  a  return  call  of  courtesy  thl» 
morning  upon  MaJ.-Generals  Scott  and 
Funston,  preliminary  to  the  first  con- 
!  ference  between  the  American  and 
Mexican  military  officials  that  is  large, 
ly  t-o  determine  the  future  course  of  the 
military  arm  of  the  United  States  In 
Mexico. 

The  conferees  were  In  readlnesa  to 
submit  their  proposals  and  counter- 
proposals at  their  first  session,  and  it 
was  Minister  of  War  Obregon  who 
with  plenary  powers  from  First  Chief 
Carranza.  sounded  a  hopeful  note  with 
tJie  expression  that  "we  should  reach 
a  Hatisfactory  termination  of  these  ne- 
gotiations that  will  meet  with  the  ap- 
proval of  our  people." 

Rrady  With  Proposition. 
Minister  of  War  Obregon,  with  Gen- 
erals  Travlno,  Gutlerrea,  Calles,  Gavlra 
and  Santos,  with  his  civilian  assistants, 
will  submit  the  proposition  that  the  de 
fa'^to  government  is  now  ready  to  take 
over  the  pursuit  of  the  Villa  bandits 
and  prof^ct  the  border  and,  therefore, 
the  United  States  soldiers  in  Mexico 
Bhould  be  recalltd,  while  Generals  Scott 
and  Funston  will  counter  It.  It  Is  un- 
derstood, with  the  proposition  that 
American  troops  be  disposed  in  certain 
cpherea  of  Northern  Chihuahua,  there 
to  remain  until  the  Carranza  govern- 
ment has  shown  by  deed  as  well  as  by 
word  that  there  Is  no  longer  a  Villa 
bandit  menace  to  the  American  border 

The  return  call  of  Gen.  Obregon  waa 
concluded    at    11:30    o'clock.        At    that 

time  It  was  learned  that  the  details  of 
he  first  conference  had  not  been  con- 
cluded but  that  In  all  probability  It 
would  be  held  this  afternoon.

London,  April  29.— Parts  of  the  city  of  Dublin  are  in 
flames,  an  Evening  News  dispatch  filed  at  Belfast  last  night 
says.  Street  fighting  continues  and  there  is  much  looting, 
but  the  reinforced  military  is  making  steady  progress.  Most 
of  the  shops  are  closed  and  passenger  Communication  is  still 

cut  off. 

One  dispatch  received  from  Ireland  this  afternoon  says 

that  Sackville  and  Grafton  streets  in  Dublin  are  in  flames 
and  that  artillery  is  being  used  on  the  houses,  the  inhabi- 
tants having  been  removed.

"Washington.  April  29.  — The  Federal 
reserve  board  announces  today  that  It 
•would  put  Into  effect  June  IB  Its  new 
plan  for  country-wide  check  clearing 
and  collection.  Under  the  plan  the 
actual  cost  of  clearing  and  collection  of 
checks  will  be  assessed  against  mem- 
ber banks  In  proportion  to  their  use 
ot  the  system.  ,         ,^       .     . ', 

A  circular  announcing  Its  decision 
was  mailed  today  by  the  boarfl  to  7.60i 
member  banks.  The  important  features 
of  the  plan  the  announcement  says  are 
as  follows:  ^      .  ,,, 

The  Federal  reserve  banks  will  ac- 
cept at  par  all  checks  from  member 
banks  whether  drawn  against  other 
member  banks,  non-member  banks  or 
private  banks.  An  exception  is  made  at 
the  outset  In  the  case  of  checks  drawn 
against  non-member  banks  which  can- 
not be  collected  at  par. 

All  checks  thus  received  from  mem- 
ber   banks    will     be     given    Immediate 
credit    entry    although    amounts    thus 
credited  will  not  be  counted  as  reserve 
nor  become  available  until  collected. 
To   Have   Time    Schedales. 
In    order    to    enable    member    banks 
to   know   how   soon   checks  sent    in   for 
collection   will   be   available,   either   as 
reserve     or     for     payment       of     checks 
drawn    against    them,    time    schedules 
will    be    furnished    to    member    banks. 
The    actual    cost    without    profit    of 
the    clearing   and   collection    of   checks 
will    be    paid    by    the    Federal    reserve 
bank   and   assessed   against    the    mem- 
ber    banks       In    proportion      to    their 
scndlngs.  .     ^        , 

The  whole  plan  Is  based  on  gener- 
ally accepted  principles  under  which 
1  clearing  and  collection  plans  have 
long  been  operated.  A  Federal  re- 
serve bank  will  not  debit  a  member 
bank's  reserve  account  with  items  for- 
warded for  collection  until  the  re- 
mittance of  the  member  bank  In  pay- 
ment of  such  items  shall  have  had 
time  to  reach  the  Federal  reserve 
bank.

Publin.  Thursday,  April  87,  via  Lon- 
don, April  19.— Fifteen  hundred  or  so 
armed  men  of  the  Sinn  Fein  had  a 
hold  on  Ireland's  capital  today.  After 
four  days  of  fighting  their  rebel  flag 
still  flew  from  a  number  of  central 
points. 

Since  Monday  some  of  the  chief  po- 
sitions In  the  city  have  been  >n  tne 
hands  of  the  rebels.  In  defending 
these  strongholds  ^  against  regular 
troops  and  Irish  Nationalist  volunteers 
the  rebels  are  As'^ting  with  desper^ 
tion  for  their  lives,  which  they  itnow 
may  be  forfeited  on  account  of  treason. 

Regulars  now  command  *}} .  the 
rebel  positions,  the  fall  of  Which  w 
merely  H  question  of  time. 

The  streets  of  Dublin  were  deserted 
today  except  for  sentries  and  military 
guards.  Business  was  at  a  standstill. 
Clvlllanfl  deeped  anxiously  from  be- 
hind cSrtalned  windows.  Field  gvms 
were  barking,  machine  ,K«n»  ra^J""* 
and  rifle  lite  was  pattering,  atP^f*"*; 
Iv  irom  every  quarter    at    the    «ame 

*  When  the  Associated  Press  corre- 
spondent landed  early  this  «»o'^»''n«5»* 
the  quay  near  the  customs  house  the 
pinging  of  bullets  of  rtfles  of  snipers 
fn  the  vicinity  was  frequent.  AUKUS- 
tine  Blrrell.  the  secretary  'or  Ireland 
had  made  the  passage  froni  England 
with  the  newspaper  men.

Soldiers  and  rebels  flred  at  each 
other  from  street  corners,  wharves 
roofs  and  windows.  Sentries  with  fixed 
bavonets  on  loaded  rifles,  stationed 
every  few  yards,  shouted  their  com- 
mands to  halt.  Naval  guns  Joined  in 
S^d  added  to  the  deafening  fiTunflre.

distillery  opposite  the  North  Wall  sta-

Over  all  this  section  there  was  con- 
siderable fighting  the  whole  day.  The 
distillery  was  the  scene  «f  one  of  the 
Jharpest'^  little  battles  of  the  uprising 
The  rebels  were  forced  out  of  the 
flour  mill  by  bombardment  antl  many 
of  them  were  seen  covered  with 
flour,  making  their  way  to  the  dls- 
tlUery.  Once  there  they  hoisted  the 
rebel  flag,  which  floated  from  the 
corner  of  a  square   tower. 

Soon  a  naval  gun  opened  fire.  The 
first  shot  hit  the  tower,  and  then  halt 
a  doaen  In  succession  struck  the  roof 
around  It.  The  flag  still  flew  and  the 
rebels  replied  with  rifles  and  a  ma- 
chine gun.  , 

The  bombardment  ceased  after  a 
dozen  shots,  but  was  renewed  later. 
Hit  after  hit  was  scored,  but  the  flag 
remained  hanging  from  Its  pole.  One 
shot  hit  a  water  tank  just  below  It 
and  for  a  time  there  was  a  miniature 
cascade  down  the  walls  of  the  distil- 
lery. When  night  fell  and  firing  ex- 
cept with  rifles  ceased  the  flftg  was 
»tlll  flying  defiantly  over  the  side  of 
the    little    tower. 


the 


story  of  the  early  hours  of  the  Dub- 
lin uprising  has  now  been  disclosed 
in  considerable  detail,  England  still 
is  without  authentic  Information  as 
to  the  progress  ot  later  events.  Nor- 
mal telpgrsph,  telephone  and  mall 
services  with  Ireland  have  not  been 
restored  and  the  existing  means  of 
communication  are  subject  to  such 
strict  censorship  that  it  is  possible 
to  obtain  only  fragmentary  informa- 
tion. Such  news  dispatches  as  came 
through  this  morning  added  little  to 
the  Information  contained  in  last 
night's  official  advices  and  stories  of 
eye    witnesses. 

So  far  as  official  reports  show,  the 
situation  In  Dublin  Is  gradually  be- 
ing brought  under  control.  The  most 
Important  recent  news  that  the  rebels 
have  been  driven  out  of  St.  Stephens 
Green  with  bombs,  sustaining  heavy 
losses  in  killed,  wounded  and  pris- 
oners, has  not  been  confirmed  offi- 
cially. There  seems  to  be  no  doubt, 
however,  that  the  rebels  still  control 
various  parts  of  Dublin  and  that 
street  fighting  continues  with  a 
lengthening  list  of  casualties.  It  Is 
reported  that  the  casualty  list  al-

Believed      Teuton      Sub- 
marines Supplied  Irish      ^ 
Rebels  With  Munitions. 

London,  April  29.  —  "The  thing  that 
surprises  me  the  most  about  the  up- 
rising In  Dublin  Is  the  supply  of 
munitions  In  the  hands  of  the  rebels." 
said  an  Irishman  who  arrived  in  Lon- 
don this  inornlng.  He  spent  ten  houra 
in  Dublin  on  Tuesday,  and  departlnr 
that  evening  remained  until  last  night 
in  Kingstown.       '         ^     .     ^^ 

"There  Is  little  doubt  In  the  popular 
mind  that  Germans  have  been  landing 
arms  from  submarines  for  months.*'  ho 
continued,  "and  It  Is  even  said— 
though  I  don't  believe  It — that  a  fetT 
Germans  also  landed  and  organised. 

"I  learned  that  the  rebels  rnade 
prisoners  of  a  large  number  of  police- 
men and  a  few  stray  soldiers  at  the 
Royal  Irish  constabulary  depot  and  at 
Phoenix  park. 

"My  walk  through  the  center  of  tha 
city  'Tuesday  afternoon  was  very  event- 
ful and  I  was  glad  finally  to  reach 
Kingstown.  I  was  challenged  many 
times  by  both  rebel  and  loyal  sentries.

MINNESOTA  DAY 

Schools  Will  Celebrate  An- 
niversary of  Entry  Into 
Union. 

On  May  11.  school  children  will  com- 
memorate the  fifty-eighth  anniversary 
of  Minnesota's  admission  to  the  Union. 
It  will  be  Minnesota  day. 

"All  our  schools  will  set  aside  this 
day  to  commemorate  the  greatness  of 
the  state  and  especially  the  growth  of 
the  -last  year,"  said  Supt.  R.  E.  Den- 
feld  of  city  schools.  "Just  what  form 
the  exercises  will  take,  I  am  not  cer- 
tain,  but  they  will  be  appropriate." 

State  patriotism  Is  the  keynote  of  a 
"Minnesota  Day"  pamphlet,  which  has 
been  Issued  by  C.  G.  Schulz,  state  su- 
perintendent of  education. 

Agriculture  is  given  as  the  most 
important  occupation  In  the  state.  In 
the  booklet,  employing  about  twice  as 
many  men  as  any  other  Industry.  The 
total  population  is  estimated  at  2,260,- 
000  persons,  of  whom  41  per  cent  live 
in  cities,  15.7  In  villages  of  less  than 
2  500  population,  and  43.2  per  cent  In 
the  less   thickly  settled  communities. 

MInnejwta's  mining,  manufacturing 
and  livestock  Industries  also  play  an 
important  part.  Supt.  Schulz  says  in 
the  publication.  State  educational  fa- 
cilities are  a  big  factor  In  the  devel- 
opment of  the  state,  according  to  the 
booklet.

Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  April  «».— The  Car- 
negie Hero  Fund  commission,  at  its 
spring  meeting  here,  recognized  flfty- 
two  acts  of  heroism  In  various  parts 
of  the  country.

"Our  people  are  given  the  privileges 
of  democracy  to  build  up  the  future 
of  this  nation,"  declared  Governor  J. 
A.  A,  BurnquLst  In  an  address  on 
"The  Evolution  of  Government,"  at 
the  regular  monthly  dinner  of  the 
Duluth  Association  of  Office  Men  held 
last    evening    at    the    Elks'    club. 

Mr.  Burnquist  outlined.  In  brief,  th« 
history  of  government  from  Its  earl- 
iest Inception  to  the  present  day.  em- 
Xihaslzlng  the  vast  strides  toward 
popular  government  made  in  America. 
He    said.    In    part: 

•The  average  man  in  the  political 
field  Is  the  same  as  the  average  man 
In  business — no  better  and  no  worse. 
Here  In  this  country  our  endeavor  Is 
to  give  men  of  all  creeds,  colors  and 
nationalities  equal  opportunity  to  ob- 
tain   their   aspirations. 

Downfall  of  Despot. 
"In  the  early  day  the  despot  was 
the  state.  Then  the  people  awoke  to 
a  realization  of  part  of  their  rights. 
They  faUed  to  follow  up  all  their 
chance  and  the  result  was  a  privil- 
eged class  of  nobles,  who  ruled  the 
state.  W^hen  they  became  too  ex- 
acting, the  people  revolted  again,  this 
time,  with  the  sovereign.  AgHin  the 
people  revolted,  this  time  with  the 
nobles    against    the    despot. 

"Today,  there  is  no  strict  monarchy 
this   side   of   Russia. 

Deasocraer  •<  Beat. 
"The  United  States  reprt'sents  de- 
mocracy In  Its  greatest  stage.  Men 
and  women  come  to  thl«  land  from 
all  parts  of  the  world,  of  all  nations, 
colors  and  creeds  to  take  advantage 
of  the  broad  opportunities  of  educa- 
tion, personal  liberty  and  pursuit  of 
happiness  offered  In  this  land  of 
freedom    and   democracy. 

"The  rights  given  to  our  people 
under  the  franchise  are  constantly 
being  enlarged.  Today  a  president  Is 
elected  by  direct  vote  of  the  people — 
In  many  states  our  judges  are  no 
longer  appointive  officers,  but  elected 
by    the   voting   populace. 

"The  people  will  have  abundant 
means  for  larger  franchise.  If  they 
measure  up  to  the  opportunities  of- 
fer^-d  them  by  being  worthy  of  the 
trust,  by  educating  themselves  In  po- 
litical affairs,  by  Investigating  mat- 
ters, by  tal  ')«  an  interest  In  the 
personality  •  the  men  nominated  for 
office  and  I  assuming  the  responsi- 
bilities of  a  democratic  government." 
Ray  M.  Hughes,  Duluth  attorney, 
was  the  only  other  speaker  of  the 
evening.

"This  world  war,"  he  said,  "must 
teach  us  something  more  than  his- 
tory rather,  a  patriotism  to  back  the 
country  In  any  moment  of  danger."

of  the  situation  In  Dublin,  as  told  by 
a  clergyman  who  got  /vay  from  the 
city  by  motor  to  Belfast,  Is  printed  In 
the  Dally  Telegraph.  The  clergyman 
said  there  was  hardly  a  soul  to  be 
seen  In  the  streetti  of  Dublin.  The 
rebels  had  entrenched  themselves  m 
Bt.  Stephen's  Green  over  night  *n<>,0" 
Wednesday  morning  were  blazing 
away  promiscuously  with  their  rifles. 
He  was  unable  to  discover  at  what 
they  were  firing.  All  around  St.  Ste- 
phen's Green  are  the  houses  of  gentry, 
judges  and  leading  governmental  of- 
ficials, while  at  one  corner  of  the 
Kreen  Is  the  Shellburne  hotel,  the  oc- 
cupants of  which  are  virtually  pris- 
oners. At  the  head  of  Grafton  street, 
Dublin's  fashlonaWe  shopping  thor- 
oughfare, the  rebels  had  erected  strong 
barricades.  Rows  «f  nW>tor  cars,  com- 
mandeered In  the  streets  the  previous 
day  were  thrown  across  the  road, 
shutting  off  access  to  the  green. 

At  Dublin  castle  thfre  were  few 
traces  of  Monday's  struggle.  The  en- 
trance was  barred  up.  It  was  here 
that  two  of  the  easiest  fatalities  oc- 
curred, the  policemen  on  duty  at  the 
gate  of  the  castle  and  the  sentry  In- 
side both  being  shot  dead. 

The  offices  of  the  Dally  Express  and 
the  Evening  Mail  were  early  jn  the 
hands  of  the  rebels,  who  utilized  them 
as  points  of  vantage  for  firing  at  every 
man  seen  In  uniform.

The  Royal  College  of  Surgeons, 
which  faces  St.  Stephens  Gfreen  on 
the  west,  was  seized  by  the  Sinn 
Felners  and  their   flag  flown  from  it. 

The  authorities  express  the  opinion 
that  the  trouble  may  last  a  day  or 
two.

Statement   By  Redasond. 

London,  April  29. — John  Redmond, 
leader  of  the  Irish  Nationalists  in  the 
house  of  commons  last  night,  gave  the 
Associated  Press  the  following  state- 
ment concerning  the  uprising  In  Dub- 
lin 

"My  flrst  feeling,  of  course,  on  hear- 
ing of  this  Insane  movement,  was  dne 
of  horror,  discouragement  and  almost 
despair.  I  asked  myself  whether  Ire- 
land, as  so  often  before  In  her  tragic 
history,  was  to  dash  the  cup  of  liberty 
from  her  lips — was  the  Insanity  of  a 
small  section  of  her  people  again  to 
turn  all  her  marvelous  victories  of  the 
last  few  years  into  Irreparable  defeat 
and  to  send  her  back  on  the  very  eve 
of  her  final  recognition  as  a  free  na- 
tion, into  another  long  night  of  slav- 
ery, incalculable  suffering  and  weary 
and  uncertain   struggling. 

"For,  Ipok  at  the  Irish  position  to- 
day. In  the  short  space  of  forty  years 
Ireland  has,  by  a  constitutional  move- 
ment, made  an  almost  unbroken  tri- 
umphant march  from  pauperism  and 
slavery  to  prosperity  and  freedom.  She 
has  won  back  the  possession  of  Irish 
land;  she  has  stayed  emigration  and 
had  at  last  begun  an  era  of  national 
prosperity.  Finally,  she  has  succeeded 
In  placing  on  the  statute  books  the 
greatest  charter  of  freedom  ever  of- 
fered her  since  the  days  of  Grattan. 
Is  all  this  to  be  lost? 

Made  Her  Cholee. 
"TVTjen  war  came  she  made  a  choice 
which  was  Inevitable  If  she  is  to  be 
true  to  all  the  principles  which  she 
has  held  through  all  her  history  and 
which  she  has  bo  completely  vindicat- 
ed on  her  own  soil,  namely,  the  rights 
of  small  nations,  sacred  principles  of 
nationality,    liberty   and    democracy. 

"What  has  Ireland  suffered  In  the 
past  which  Poland,  Alsace.  Belgium 
and  Servla  have  not  suffered  at  the 
hands  of  Germany?  And  I  may  add 
also  that  a  portion  of  the  soil  or 
France,  her  old  friend  and  ally,  is  In 
the  hands  of  Germany.  .       .     .   . 

'Xieave  the  question  of  principle  out 
and  consider  the  question  only  of  the 
interests  of  Ireland  herself.  What  did 
the  situation  demand? 

"Neutrality?  That  was  impossible. 
Hostility  to  the  Just  cause  of  the  Al- 
lies? Is  there  a  sane  man  in  Ireland 
who  does  not  see  that  this  meant  the 
drowning  of  Ireland's  newly  won  lib- 
erties in  Irish  blood?  Be  this  view 
right  or  wrong,  this  was  the  opinion 
of  an  overwhelming  majority  of  the 
Irish   people.  tt   •*   j

Use 
of  the  telephone  between  the  city  and 
the  suburbs  has  beeh  forbidden  by  the 
military  and  the  running  of  trains  to 
and  from  the  country  Is  very  Irregu- 
lar 

Yesterday  (Monday)  at  midday  the 
Sinn  Fein  revolutionists  were  as- 
sembled as  If  for  one  of  their  usual 
parades.  They  were  supposed  to  be 
going  out  for  an  Easter  Monday 
march.

Various  corners  In  Sackvllle  street 
have  been  occupied  by  the  Sinn  Feln- 
ers and  barricades  of  barbed  wire 
erected    In    the    thoroughfares. 

In  this  street  there  has  been  a 
great  deal  of  looting  of  shops  and 
smashing  of   windows. 

In  St.  Stephens'  Green,  a  detachment 
of  the  Sinn  Felners  entered  the  green, 
which  is  surrounded  by  a  high  railing, 
and  locked  themselves  In  and  began 
digging  trenches. 

CoaatesB  Prwi«e»t  Flgare. 
The  Countess  Marklevicz,  the  sis- 
ter of  an  Irish  baron  In  a  volunteer 
uniform,  was  a  prominent  figure  In 
the  disturbance.  She  was  one  of  the 
leading  sympathizers  with  James 
Larkln  In  the  1911  street  car  strike, 
and  her  house  was  raided  In  Jan- 
uary by  the  police,  who  are  said  to 
have  seized  a  printing  press  and  type 
with  alleged  pro-labor  literature 
which  was  being  printed.  Her  husband 
Is    said    to    be    a    Polish    nobleman. 

In  addition  to  St.  Stephens  Green, 
various  corner  points  covering  the 
entrance  to  the  green  also  were  oc- 
cupied by  the  Sinn  Felners.  who  flour- 
ished rifles  from  the  windows  of 
nearby  houses.  Several  passing  motor 
cars  and  tax'cabs  were  commandeered. 
The  occupants  of  these  machines  were 
taken  Inside  the  green,  apparently  as 
hostages     and     the     cars    were     drawn 
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same  men*  who  today  have  tried  to 
make  Ireland  a  cat's  paw  of  Germany.

"In  all  our  long  and  successful 
struggle  to  obtain  home  rule  we  have 
been  thwarted  and  oposed  by  that  sec- 
tion.

"This  attempted  deadly  blow  at  home 
rule  carried  on  through  this  section  Is 
made  more  wicked,  more  Insolent  by 
this  fact — that  Germany  plotted  it. 
Germany  organized  it;  Germany  paid 
for  it.  So  far  as  Germany's  share  in 
it  Is  concerned.  It  Is  a  German  Invasion 
of  Ireland  as  brutal,  as  selfish,  as  cyn- 
ical as  Germany's  Invasion  of  Belgium. 
Blood  has  been  shed,  and  If  Ireland  has 
not  been  reduced  to  the  same  horrors 
of  Belgium,  with  her  starving  people, 
her  massacred  priests  and  her  violated 
convents.  It  Is  not  the  fault  of  Ger- 
many. ,  ... 

"And  the  final  aggregation  of  this 
movement  la  this:  The  misguided.  In- 
sane young  men  who  have  taken  part 
In  this  movement  In  Ireland  have 
risked,  and  some  of  them  have  lost 
their  lives.  But  what  am  I  to  say  of 
those  men  who  have  sent  them  Into 
this  Insane  and  antl-patrlotlc  move- 
ment while  they  have  remained  In  the 
safe  remoteness  of  American  cities? 
Gvtity  of  Doable  Treasoa. 
"I  might  add  that  this  movement  has 
been  set  in  motion  by  this  same  class 
of  men  at  the  very  moment  when 
America  Is  demanding  reparation  for 
the  blood  of  Innocent  American  men, 
women  and  children,  shed  by  Germany. 
and  thus  they  are  guilty  of  double 
treason — treason  to  the  generous  land 
that  received  them,  as  well  as  to  the 
land   which   gave   them   birth. 

"Is  It  not  an  additional  horror  that 
on  the  very  day  when  we  heard  that 
the  men  of  the  Dublin  fusiliers  had 
been  killed  by  Irishmen  In  the  streets 
of  Dublin  we  received  news  of  how 
men  of  the  Sixteenth  division— our 
own  Irish  brigade,  and  of  the  same 
Dublin  fusiliers— had  dashed  forward 
and  by  their  unconquerable  bravery  re- 
taken trenches  the  Germans  had  won 
at  Hulluch?  Was  there  ever  such  a 
picture  of  tragedy  which  a  small  sec- 
tion of  an  Irish  faction  had  so  often 
Inflicted  on  the  fairest  hopes  and  the 
bravest   deeds   of  Ireland?

New  Milk,  Ordinance  Will  Be 

Presented  to  Council 

.Monday. 


Dulutb'o  pl-oposed  milk  ordinance 
will  be  introd^ce<i,at  the  council  meet- 
ing Monday  aftoraoon. 

Commissioner  Sllberstein.  head  of 
the  safety  dlvl^on,  announced  this 
morning  that  the  special  milk  com- 
mittee of  the  St.  Louis  County  Medi- 
cal association  has  Indorsed  the  meas- 
ure and  that  a  final  draft  Is  being 
prepared  for  presentation  to  the  coun- 
cil on  Monday.  The  ordinance  will  re- 
quire two  additional  readings  before 
it    comes    up    for'  pAssaj^e. 

The  milk  code  was  drafted  several 
months  ago  by  ITeilth  Director  Fahey, 
but  because  of  opposition  to  the  meas- 
ure, no  formal  action  was  taken  at 
the  time.  It  was  decided  to  submit 
tlie  code  to  local  physicians  for  the 
purpose  of  secmfhff  fhclr  approval, 
before  presontlng  the  ordinance  to  the 
coramisstoners.  A  milk  committee  was 
appointed  by  the  St.  Louis  County  Med- 
ical association  to  make  a  careful 
study  of  the  code  and  the  members 
now  Indorse  the  measure  after  study- 
ing its  features  for  the  last  three 
months. 

The  ordinance,  according  to  Com- 
missioner Silberst^ln,  will  rive  Dulutlv 
the  purest  mJll^  -and  will  rank  this 
city's  supply  wlih  the  best  of  the  na- 
tion. Th©  meaa*il*e  stipulates  that  all 
dairymen  must  have  licenses,  which 
can  be  revoke4  for  any  violation  of 
the    provisions    of    the    code. 

In  addltiijn.  all.  milk  nrruat  be  bottled, 
except  In  QuantLUtfs  of  one  or  more 
gallons,  while  4nllk  houses  must  be 
clean,  equipped  with  hot  and  cold  wa- 
ter facilities  and  the  buildings  must 
bo  at  a  considerable  distance  from 
barns.  Every  provision  is  included  to 
make  the  milk  supply  as  sanitary  as 
possible. 

The  ordinance,  according  to  Health 
Director  Fahey,  wa^  drafted  from  sim- 
ilar mea.iurei^  OtO/V,  effective  in  several 
large   cities  ip   the   East.

...iiKress  1778  to  1784,  when  he  became 
jwdKe  of  state  sui^reme  court.  "Was  on© 
of  Connecticut's  representatives  in  th« 
C">ii.<titutlonal  convention,  where  htt 
wji-'  the  author  of  the  compromise  be- 
tween the  Interests  of  the  large  states 
mul  small,  whereby  states  were  equally 
r«!>resentfcd  in  the  senate  and  repre- 
.seiu<d  according  to  population  In  the 
house  of  reprt'sentatlres.  This  com- 
promise, which  saved  the  Con.«5titutioQ, 
w?i3  adopted  by  the  margin  of  a  single 
vol  I'.  Ellsworth  was  one  of  the  first 
senators  from  Connecticut,  and  drew 
ui>  the  bill  organizing  the  Federal  judl- 
ciery  flubstantially  as  It  remains.  Ap- 
pointed chief  justice  supreme  court  of 
the  I'nlted  States  by  Washington  in 
17V6,   and  iserved  to  1800.     Died  1807.

WHY  NOT  ORGANIZE  THE  CITY 
BEAUTIFUL  SPIRIT? 
Duluth  has  a  habit  of  responding  willing- 
ly and  effectively  to  such  appeals  as  that 
of  Clean -up  and  Paint-up  Week. 

Duluth  has  shown  a  rapidly  growing  ap- 
preciation of  the  value  of  well  kept  lawns, 
shrubbery,  vegetable  and  flower  gardens, 
vines,  perennial  borders  and  the  like.  There 
has  been  more  such  work  done  in  Duluth 
In  the  last  five  years  than  in  all  its  previous 
history. 

Now  there  is  a  very  real  and  very  tangi- 
ble  value  in  all  this.     It  is  not  only  that 
siglitly  homes  create  a  better  spirit  in  those 
who  live  in  them,  but  that  a  sightlier  city 
creates  a  better  spirit  in  those  who  live  in 
it.     It  is  a  spirit  that  cannot  fail  to  catch 
jLhe  notice  of  the  passer-by,  and  send  him 
mway  with  a  very  definite  impression  of  a 
'  city  that  believes  in  itself  and  that  is  actuat- 
ed by  a  lively  and  aggressive  public  spirit. 
This  is  all  of  high  value  botli  esthetically 
and  financially. 

W  hy  not  organize  this  spirit,  as  many 
other  communities  have,  by  creating  a 
Home  Beautiful  absociation  or  something 
of  the  sort? 

Such  an  organization  could  give  addi- 
tional strength  and  more  orderly  direction 
to  this  spirit.  It  could  become  a  clearing 
house  for  the  collection  and  application  of 
ideas  for  community  betterment.  It  could 
make  a  business  of  recording  experiments 
and  giving  advice  on  such  things  as  these: 
the  best  grass  seed  for  Duluth;  the  best 
shrubs  for  Duluth;  the  best  shade  trees  for 
Duluth;  the  best  fruits  for  Duluth;  the  best 
flowers,  annual  and  perennial,  for  Duluth. 
It  could,  indeed,  if  it  were  properly  organ- 
ized and  gathered  into  its  membership 
enough  home-owners,  become  a  purchasing 
agency  for  all  these  home-beautifying  ar- 
ticles and  so  save  the  individuals  a  good 
deal  of  trouble  and  expense. 

That  the  spirit  needed  to  support  such  an 
organization  is  here  is  made  evident  every 
spring  by  the  way  the  community  rises  to 
the  Clean-up  Week  appeal.  Its  existence 
will  be  demonstrated  again  this  week  when 
the  1916  Clean-up  and  Paint-up  Week  cam- 
paign begins.     All  it  needs  is  for  somebody 

to  take  the  lead  and  organize  it.

COOKING  AND  HOME  HAPPINESS. 

It  Is  Just  as  unfair  for  a  girl  to  marry 
a  niajt  and  not  be  able  to  cook  hla  raeala 
as  U  would  be  for  a  man  to  marry  a  girl 
and  not  provide  a  home  for  her. — Sena- 
tor Reed  Smoot  of  Utah. 

At  last  here  is  something  on  which  it  is 
possible  measurably  to  agree  with  Senator 
Smoot. 

He  said  the  above  in  a  speech  supporting 
his  bill  to  appropriate  ten  thousand  dollars 
to  each  state  in  the  Union  to  teach  girls 
how  to  cook  and  keep  house. 

We  can't  say  we  think  much  of  his  bill, 
though  we  do  think  a  great  deal  of  its  pur- 
pose.    The  sum  is  inadequate. 

But  if  half  as  much  attention  were  paid  to 
the  food  of  people  as  good  farmers  pay  to 
the  food  of  their  cattle,  this  would  be  a 
healthier,  happier,  sturdier,  more  efficient 
people. 

Good  cooks  are  few.  Good  cooking  is 
appallingly  scarce.  And  much  more  misery 
and  sin  and  intemperance  and  bad  temper 
and  quarreling  are  due  to  improper  food 
and  bad  cooking  than  most  people  realize. 
Moreover,  judging  by  the  amount  of  at- 
tention the  young  girls  of  today  are  paying 
to  the  subject,  the  coming  generation  is 
going  to  be  worse  off  than  this  one. 

It  used  to  be  that  mothers  taught  their 
girls  to  cook  and  keep  house  as  a  matter 
of  course,  and  that  girls  learned  equally 
as  a  matter  of  course. 

Too  many  girls  now  are  learning  to  look 
upon  cooking  and  housekeeping  as  beneath 
them,  and  altogether  too  many  mothers  are 
not  only  suffering  it  but  encouraging  it. 
In  mistaken  kindness,  they  want  their  girls 
to  avoid  the  hard  work  they  have  had  to 
do,  so  they  drudge  and  let  the  girls  play 
fine  ladies.  Aside  from  the  fact  that  this 
often  makes  selfish  little  snobs  out  of 
them,  it  is  sending  them  out  in  the  world 
with  a  fearful  handicap  that  means  bitter- 
ness and  woe  to  many  of  them.  For  not 
all  can  have  servants  to  do  their  work  for 
them — and  none  should  trust  so  important 
a  thing  as  the  feeding  of  their  families 
wholly  to  servants.  The  majority  who 
cin't  have  sen.ants  are  going  to  be  incom- 
f  etent  housewives,  and  that  means  incom- 
petent wives  and  mothers — and  that,  in 
turn,  mrans  misTy  and  dyspepsia  and  mar- 
ital infelicity  and  quarrels  and  the  divorce 
court. 

This  is  largely  the  view  that  prompted 
Mr.  Smoot  to  mtroduce  his  bill. 

'1  am  one,"  he  said,  "who  believes  that 
mdch  of  the  world's  poverty,  misery,  drunk- 
enness and  disease  come  from  poorly  pre- 
pared food.  It  is  a  crime  to  spoil  good 
food  by  poor  cooking.  Tens  of  thousands 
cf  homes  are  ruined  by  helpless  and  ignor- 
ant  housekeepers." 

W  ith  the  homes  ceasing  to  do  their  duty 
by  the  children  in  this  respect,  manifestly 
the  schools  must  lake  up  the  burden;  and 
fortunately  a  good  many  of  them  are  tak- 
ing it  up.  Whether  they  are  taking  it  up  as 
seriously  as  they  should  is  doubtful;  for  in 
the  long  run  it  ij  at  least  as  important  tha*. 
a  girl  should  know  how  to  plan  meals,  buy 
the  food,  cook  it,  and  run  a  household  bud- 
get within  the  family  income  as  it  is  that  she 
should  know  grammar,  arithmetic,  music. 
English  literature  or  anything  that  is 
taught  at  Vassar,  Wellesley,  Bryn  Mawr, 
Mount  Holyoke,  Smith  or  Swarthmore.

frantic  dash  from  breakfast  to  dinner,  from 
cradle  to  grave. 

The  time  between  Chicago  and  New  York 
on  the  fastest  train  in  the  world  has  been 
lengthened  two  hours;  and  it  will  not  lose 
^p,4pil«ur  by  it.  When  there  was  one  train 
fasler  than  any  other,  pretty  nearly  every- 
bo<iy  felt  that  he  had  to  travel  on  that  train, 
whfther  he  was  in  a  hurry  or  not.  Now 
that  there  is  no  such  train  people  will  travel 
just  the  same,  and  will  never  miss  the  hour 
:  or  two  lost  by  the  extension  of  time.  In- 
deed, for  most  busy  people  an  extra  hour 
or  two's  enforced  rest  is  so  much  to  the 
gfl^d. 

For  years  a  great  American  railroad  used 
in  its  advertising  matter  these  three  words: 
"Speed,  service,  comfort."  Speed  first,  you 
notice.  That  was  a  queer  disarrangement. 
Passenger  men  assumed  that  the  public 
thought  speed  was  most  important;  when 
if  they  had  ever  made  a  canvass  of  public 
opinion  they  would  probably  have  found  a 
majority  that  would  put  the  order  thus: 
"Service,  comfort,  speed." 
•  Well,  anyhow,  this  year  that  railroad  has 
eliminated  th«  word  "speed.*'  You  will  not 
find  it  anjTwhere  in  its  advertising  matter; 
nor  will  you  even  find  a  claim  that  its  trains 
are  fast. 

Railroads  are  not  trying  to  break  records 
now.  So  they  will  not  break  so  many 
necks.  Service  is  first,  now,  and  comfort; 
a  reasonable  amount  of  speed  is  taken  for 
granted.  Railroad  men  used  to  say  that  the 
traveling  public  demanded  breakneck  speed. 
It  never  demanded  anything  of  the  kind. 
The  speed  contest  was  simply  a  silly  com- 
petition the  railroads  got  themselves  and 
each  other  into.  Here  the  speed  mania  is 
officially  laid  on  the  shelf,  and  there  hasn't 
yet  been  heard  a  peep  of  protest  from  the 
public.  Nor  will  a  peep  of  protest  be  heard. 
Railroads,  people  and  nations  will  all  do 
well  to  set  their  pace  so  they  can  see  where 
they  are  going,  so  they  can  avoid  needless 
pitfalls,  and  so  they  can  live  by  the  way. 
That  the  railroads  are  setting  the  example 
is  a  good  thing  to  hear.

What  circumstances  can  anybody  imagine 
under  which  this  wouldn't  be  true? 

That  it  is  true  in  the  trenches  everybody 
will  see.  But  it  is  also  true  on  the  farm, 
in  the  factory,  in  the  counting  house  or  in 
the  home.  The  grumbler  hinders,  and  the 
cheery  chap   helps. 

On  the  farm  when  things  go  wrong,  when 
the  rain  rains  too  much  or  the  drouth 
starves  the  roots  of  growing  things,  when 
the  bugs  threaten  the  crops  or  cholera 
menaces  the  pork  supply,  the  grumbler 
adds  nothing  but  a  deeper  indigo  to  pessim- 
ism, and  a  heavier  load  for  the  discouraged. 
But  the  cheery  chap  who  buckles  down  to 
do  what  can  be  done,  and  when  that  is 
done  says  "Oh,  well,  we'll  raise  enough  to 
live  on  anyway"— that  man  is  worth  his 
weight  in  gold. 

So  in  the  factory,  in  the  office,  in  the 
home — the  gloom-dispenser  we  have  al- 
ways with  us,  cumbering  the  earth  and 
recking  with  woe;  while  the  gloom-dis- 
peller  with  his  good  cheer  and  comfort  is 
a  treasure  and  a  joy  forever.

THE  FIRST  ESSENTIAL  TO  SUCCESS.

Beneath  it,  the  Tribune  almost  daily  in- 
trigues against  the  president  of  the  United 
States  in  his  dealings  with  alien  hostilities, 
seeking  to  weaken  him  in  a  crucial  contest 
for  American  and  human  rights,  expressing 
sentiments  that,  while  they  may  be  ap- 
plauded by  von  Tirpitz,  if  he  hears  of  them, 
will  be  applauded  by  no  American.  Beneath 
that  patriotic  sentiment  the  Tribune  favors  . 
cringing  to  Germany  and  outdoing  Villa  by 
a  plunder-seeking  raid  upon  defenseless 
Mexico — advocating,  toward  Germany,  a 
policy  of  scuttle  and  surrender,  toward 
Mexico,  a  policy  of  pillage  and  plunder. 

The  Tribune  should  haul  that  ensign 
down  from  its  masthead  and  let  some  news- 
paper bear  it  that  deserves  to  bear  it. 


THE  WAR  DEBTS  OF  EUROPE. 

Virtually  all  the  nations  of  Europe,  when 
;the  war  began,  were  heavily  burdened  with 
debts,    largely    war    debts    and    debts    in- 
turfed  for  preparedness  for  w^ar. 

Taxation  in  Europe  was  heavy,  and  bore 
hardly  upon,,tiie  poor. 

But  the  debts  and  taxes  of  Europe  before 
the  wa;)^were  nothing?  compared  to  the  debts 
and  taxes  Europe  must  face  when  the  war 
is  over. 

War  borrowing  has  multiplied  Great  Brit- 
ain's de^t  by  three. 

War  borrowing  has  more  than  doubled 
the  debt  of  the  German  empire  and  of  the 
states  composing  it 

War    borrowing    has    doubled    the    great 

debt  oi., France. 
War  borrowing  has  almost  doubled  the 

debt  of  Russia. 

Though  the  war  was  many  months  old 
when  Italy  entered  it,  already  her  debt  is 
half  again  as  great  as  it  was  before. 
.,  Turkey's  debt  is  thirty-five  per  cent 
larger  than  it  was,  and  before  the  war  that 
debt   was   ovei-whelming,   crushing. 

War  is  a  great  trouble,  but  the  financial 
future  Europe  will  face  when  the  war  is 
ended  will  be  a  trouble  almost  as  great. 

What  will  the  finance  ministers  do  about 
it?  Doubtless  they  would  give  much  to 
know  what  they  CAN  do  about  it.  Prob- 
ably they  will  have  to  shoulder  the  burden 


Washington,  April  29.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  Hon.  Joseph  Benson  Foraker 
of  Ohio  has  written  a  very  entertaining  book, 
containing  his  personal  recollections  of  men, 
things  and  events  durtng  hie  career  as  a 
public  man  In  the  state  and  nation.  It  is  not 
without  that  charming  feature  of  history 
gossip,  but  with  the  materials  at  his  hand  It 
is  far  from  gossipy  enough.  Politically 
speaking.  Ohio  ranks  with  New  York  and 
Massachusetts  at  the  North,  and  with  Vir- 
ginia and  Kentucky  at  the  South.  She  has 
produced  abundant  crops  of  great  men  and 
furnished  to  the  Union  Ave  presidents,  and 
two  others  were  native  of  her  soil,  a  record 
that  eauals  Virginia's  except  that  but  one 
Ohio  man  was  re-elected,  while  four  of  Vir- 
ginia's sons  got  two  terms. 

In  the  Forty-sixth  congress  the  Ohio  dele- 
gation was,  perhaps,  the  strongest  any  state 
over  sent  to  the  national  council,  and  In  the 
senate  she  had  Allen  G.  Thurman  and  John 
Sherman.  It  Is  unfortunate  that  Foraker  did 
not  seek  the  career  that  came  to  McKlnley. 
He  was  born  for  congress;  but  he  did  not 
enter  any  legislative  body  until  1897,  when  he 
was  61  years  of  age. 

«       •       • 

Foraker  Is  a  much  greater  man  than  was 
McKlnley.  He  has  a  finer  mind;  he  Is  a  more 
effective  orator  and  a  much  stronger  charac- 
ter than  the  twenty-fifth  president,  if  we 
may  follow  the  almanac  and  call  Grover 
Cleveland  both  the  twenty-second  and  the 
twenty-fourth  president.  McKlnley  never 
did  anything  that  could  possibly  compromise 
himself.  Not  even  In  his  letters  to  Mark 
Hanna  was  he  ever  off  his  guard;  when  he 
talked  over  the  telephone  about  public  mat- 
ters he  was  ever  careful  to  have  a  witness 
whom  he  could  trust  present  to  take  note  of 
what  he  said.  No  wonder  he  got  the  presi- 
dency. Elected  as  a  sound  money  candidate, 
he  was  as  much  of  a  lS-to-1-er  the  day  he 
was  nominated  and  until  within  a  few  days 
of  the  election  as  Bryan  himself. 

Foraker  was  Just  the  opposite — ^perhaps  a 
less  safe,  but  certainly  a  more  admirable 
character.  Battle  was  ever  In  his  eye,  defi- 
ance on  his  tongue.  He  was  a  Bussy  de 
Ambolse  of  a  man,  a  Percy  Hotspur  to 
exult  in 

"By  Heaven!  methlnks  it  were  an  easy 
leap 

To  pluck  bright  honor  from  the  pale- 
faced  moon." 

There  was  nothing  sinuous  about  Foraker. 
What  his  heart  forged,  that  his  tongue  ut- 
tered. Even  now,  when  70,  he  glories  In 
those  bloody-shlrt  damphoolerles  he  deliv- 
ered himself  of  two-score  years  ago  and  he 
has  preserved  some  of  them  In  his  book. 
He  was  always  interesting,  commanding  re- 
spect and  provoking  hatred,  and  more  than 
once  he  had  to  do  with  a  pretty  scurvy  set  in 
his  own  party  In  Ohio,  and  he  Is  not  entirely 
secretive  about  that  In  his  book,  that  makes 
what    Horace    Greeley    once    called    "mighty 

Interesting  reading."

In  1888  at  the  Republican  national  conven. 
tion  Foraker  was  a  delegate  appointed  to 
present  the  name  of  John  Sherman  to  the 
convention  as  Ohio's  candidate  for  the  nom- 
ination. Mark  Hanna  had  In  charge  the 
Southern  squad  and  he  and  Alger  fit  over 
them  like  two  dogs  over  one  bone  or  two 
lovers  about  one  mistress.  Foraker  tells  a 
good  story  about  it,  and  pity  'tis  that  he 
marred  It  by  giving  Alger  a  certificate  of 
good  character.

I  was  there.  The  first  night  Alger's  squad 
did  not  fill  a  space  equal  to  two  city  blocks 
as  It  went  nwirching  through  Georgia.

Foraker — and  he  has  the  God-given  gift  of 

truthful  speech — tells  us  that  Steve  Elkins 
and  Sam  Fessenden,  representing  the  Blaine 
element  In  the  convention,  a  big  majority, 
offered  him  the  nomination  and  he  declined 
unless  John  Sherman  Joined  in  the  request. 
Whether  Sherman  heard  of  it  or  no,  he  re- 
mained mute  and  then  the  Blaine  people 
nominated  Ben  Harrison,  who  was  elected- 
Garfield,  eight  years  earlier,  was  not  bo 
scrupulous. 

There  Is  a  fact  that  It  might  profit  some  of 
the  brethren  who  insist  Mr.  Justice  Hughes 
cannot  decline  a  nomination  this  year  to 
ponder.  Hughes  is  as  thoroughly  committed 
to  the  Judicial  ermine  as  Foraker  was  to 
John  Sherman.  Besides,  it  Is  going  to  be  a 
heap  tougher  Job  to  beat  W^oodrow  W^Ilson  in 
1916  than  It  was  to  beat  Grover  Cleveland  in 
1888,  and  the  latter  was  not  an  easy  Job  by 

any  means.

One  who  quarrels  with  the  public  tast* 
generally  has  his  trouble  for  his  pains.  Most 
people  are  not  keen  about  being  advised  aa 
to  the  things  for  which  they  shall  spMid 
tlmb  and  money.  An  objection  to  Charlie 
Chaplin's  salary,  for  instance,  is  likely  to  be 
met  with  a  reference  that  the  movie  man 
has  an  audience  between  the  Atlantic  anl 
the  Pacific  that  is  content  to  pay  the  bill. 

Yet  we  may,  perhaps,  be  allowed  to  remark 
that  $670,000  per  ajinum  is.  at  least,  suffi- 
ciently liberal  reward  for  the  ability  to  rush 
about  before  the  camera,  performing  clown- 
ish tricks.  Mr.  ChapJIn,  clever  young  man  aa 
he  Is.  must  feel  that  he  Is  decently  compen- 
sated for  his  labor. 

As  a  matter  <rf  fact,  he  Is  much  more  than 
compensated.  He  la  ridiculously  overpaid. 
Nothing  he  does  for  society,  under  any 
wholesome  view  of  the  matter.  Is  worth  a 
tithe  of  the  money  he  receives.  That  salary 
Is  of  a  size  of  which  those  who  help  pay  It 
have  a  right  to  be  ashamed. 

No  one  can  criticize  Chaplin  for  taking  all 
the  managers  offer.  The  only  appropriate 
criticism  is  of  a  public  taste  disposed  to  ele- 
vate to  the  world's  summit  of  financial  re- 
ward a  comedian  merely  able  to  accomplish 
such  slap-stick  and  often  vulgar  antics  «• 
will  make  lowbrows  laugh. 

Amusement  is  a  real  and  legitimate  crav- 
ing of  humanity.  Amusement  Is  not.  how- 
ever, the  supreme  concern  of  our  existence, 
and  the  purveyors  of  It  should  not  hold  the 
first  place  In  human  regard.  Man  Is  not  to 
go  mourning  all  his  days,  but  neither  Is  he 
to  go  grinning.  "It  is  to  laugh"  is  no  motto 
for  a  worthy  life. 

We  set  too  high  a  value  on  that  whlcn 
touches  but  the  surface  of  life  and  a  value 
too  low  on  what  goes  to  the  center  of  it. 

Mr.  Foster,  secretary  of  the  New  York 
Giants  made  a  true  observation  recently 
when  tils  club  was  coruslderlng  the  purchase 
of  a  new  star  performer.  He  is  reported  to 
have  said  that  no  single  ball  player  in  the 
world  is  worth  $25,000  per  annum  to  any  ball 
club.  Multitudes  of  people  who  are  neither 
prudes  nor  tightwads  will  agree  with  him. 
That  la  too  much  money  to  pay  any  man  for 
playing  a  game.  It  Is  a  distorted  scale  of 
values  that  sets  that  price  on  a  runner  of 
bases,  when  a  faithful  and  enormously  useful 
public  school  teacher  gets  $600  a  year. 

There  are  some  of  us  whose  admiration  for 
the  great  work  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sunday  la 
only  qualified  by  disapproval  of  the  unduly 
large  sums  he  Is  willing  to  take  for  it  It  Is 
not  that  we  begrudge  him  his  stupendous 
collections,  but  we  do  object  to  the  contrast 
they  afford  to  the  beggarly  stipends  of  the 
faithful  pastors  who  remain  on  the  ground 
for  the  hard  work  of  conserving  results  after 
the  revival  has  moved  on. 

There  are  college  presidents  over  strug- 
gling Institutions  in  various  needy  parts  of 
the  United  States  who  are  veritable  buUdera 
of  the  republic.  On  the  plains  of  the  West 
and  in  the  mountains  of  the  South  they  live 
and  work  as  real  Christian  statesmen.  They 
are  makers  of  the  America  of  tomorrow. 
They  are  doing  the  things  that  need  to  be 
done — and  on  salaries  for  which  Jess  WiHard 
could  not  be  induced  to  stretch  out  his  right 

hand. 

There  are  uncounted  teachers  and  nurses 
and  doctors  and  social  workers  and  clergy- 
men, not  to  mention  farmers  and  factory 
hands,  w^ho  are  doing  some  of  the  biggest 
things  In  life,  and  with  the  smallest  recog- 
nition. 

It  is  time  we  docked  some  of  the  .showy

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GOSSIP  FROM  THE  FACTORIES 


With  the  greatly  Increased  produc- 
tion of  the  present  season  at  the  Cole 
Motor  Car  company  In  Indianapolis, 
Ind.,  has  come  a  general  Improvement 
and  enlargement  of  the  standardized 
plant.  Every  available  foot  of  floor 
gpace  in  the  big  factory  is  being  util- 
ized.

Also,  whfn  an  athlete  playing  his  third 
enmo  of  the  stason  steps  up  to  the 
plate  in  the  tenth  frame  and  wallops 
Xht'  first  ball  for  a  home  run,  thus 
winning  a  game,  he  also  has  some 
ffur-Uaf  clovers  with  him.  Now  Hal 
Chase  is  tho  party  who  has  done  both 
of  thf.'se  things  the  past  week,  and 
«omo  of  the  fans  in  this  neck  of  the 
wood.s  are  claiming  that  Peerless  Hal 
Is  travt-llng  Just  a  little  ahead  of  his 
gait,  and  that  when  he  gets  into  his 
regular  stride  he  will  not  be  such  a 
hero    in  Cincinnati. 

Thi-  trouble  l.**,  there  are  a  good  many 
fans  •who  do  not  know  what  Hal's 
regular  stride  at  the  bat  Is.  He  has 
been  playing  major  league  ball  since 
1905  yet  there  have  been  so  many 
columns  of  sporting  page  space  devoted 
to  his  wonderful  performances  around 
the  first  sack  and  to  his  clashes  with 
managers  and  magnates,  that  little 
heed  has  been  given  his  prowess  as  a 
batter.  The  fans  over  the  country 
l.ave  long  hailed  him  as  the  greatest 
first  ba.«eman  that  ever  wore  spikes, 
and  he  Is  also  known  as  a  prince  of 
disturbers,  but  It  seems  little  attention 
has   been   paid    his   swatting   skill. 

Now  the  records  show  Mr.  Chase  to 
be  ouite  proficient  at  the  manly  art 
of  mangling  the  offerings  of  the  op- 
posing slabmen.  This  is  his  tenth 
year  In  the  major  league  ranks  of  or- 

fanlzed  baseball,  and  In  that  time  he 
as  amassed  the  neat  batting  aver- 
age of  .283.  Had  It  not  been  for  his 
foor  start  of  .249  and  his  .267  In  1908, 
he  vear  he  had  trouble  and  Jumped  to 
California,  his  average  would  have  been 
much  better. 

Fight  Revenue  Large. 

Legalized  boxing  yielded  a  revenue 
of  $60,687.10  to  New  York  state  during 
the  last  fiscal  year,  according  to  a  re- 
port submitted  to  the  legislature 
Thursday  by  the  New  York  boxing 
commission.  The  sum  exceeds  the 
previous  year's  Income  by  more  than 
flS.OOO.  The  total  gate  receipts  of  all 
clubs  for  the  year  was  $804,101.81, 
while  the  report  predicts  at  least  $76,- 
000  In  percentage  to  the  state  during 
the  present  fiscal  year.  Chairman  F.  A. 
Wenrk  says  that  the  sum  will  prob- 
ably be  more  than  $100,000. 

Part  of  the  report,  which  Is  sub- 
mitted to  the  legislature  In  accordance 
with    statutory   requirements,   reads  as 

follows: 

"The  total  gross  receipts  from  boxing 
In  this  state  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
Nov.  30.  1915,  were  $804,101.81.  Of 
these  receipts  there  was  paid  Into  the 
etate  controller's  office  6  per  cent  up 
to  May  22,  1916,  amounting  to  $19.- 
243.07.  and  IVz  per  cent  after  May  22. 
amounting  to  an  additional  $31,448.03; 
or  a.  total  gross  revenue  to  the  state 
for  the  year  ending  Nov.  SO,  1915,  of 
$60,687.10. 

"This  Is  the  largest  amount  ever  re- 
ceived by  the  state  In  any  one  year 
Bince  boxing  was  legalized  by  the  Far- 
ley law  In  1911.  It  exceeds  the  previ- 
ous year's  receipts  by  $18,804.80. 

"The  total  recorded  receipts  from 
boxing  In  the  state  from  1911  to  Nov. 
SO  1916.  amount  to  $3. 436.812. 26.  from 
which  the  state  has  received  $182,. 
274.14.  ,  ^.„ 

"The  passage  of  the  Malone  bill  on 
May  22.  1916,  amending  the  Frawley 
law  ana  Increasing  the  state  tax  from 
6  per  cent  to  7^4  per  cent  has  proved  a 
g'reat  financial  boon  to  the  state.  At 
the  rate  of  receipts  from  Dec.  1,  1916, 
to  April  16.  1916.  It  Is  a  conservative 
estimate  that  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing Nov.  30.  1916.  the  total  gross  reve- 
nue will  reach  $1,000,000  and  the  total 
cross  receipts  to  the  state  $76,000."

That  was  one  of  the  prettiest  bits  of 
the  game,  and  would  have  attracted 
more  attention  In  the  papers  if  it  had 
not  been  opening  day,  with  so  many

Philadelphia.  April  29.— The  one.  two 
and  four-mile  college  relay  champion- 
ship of  America  and  special  events 
In  which  the  best  performers  in  the 
college  ranks  will  compete,  were  on 
the  final  day's  program  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania's  annual  re- 
lay carnival  here. 

In  the  one-mile  race.  Harvard.  Chi- 
cago, Princeton,  Wisconsin  and  Penn- 
sylvania were  all  represented  by  fast 
teams  The  Wisconsin  team,  which 
won  the  Western  championship  last 
Saturday  in  8:33  4-6  was  picked  by 
many  as  the  dark  horse  In  this  event. 

Howard  Berry,  the  all-round  athlete 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  yes- 
terday won  the  Pentathlon.  The  Penn- 
sylvanlan.  who  also  won  the  event  last 
year  was  firsts  In  all  five  events,  mak. 
ing  'up  the  Pentathlon  broad  Jump, 
Javelin  throw.  200-meter  race,  discus 
throw,  and  1,600  meter  race. 

Pennsylvania  won  the  sprint  medley 
relay  race  for  the  American  college 
championship.  In  the  world's  record 
time  of  3:28  3-5.  The  former  record 
was  8:33  2-5,  made  by  Pennsylvania 
last  year.     Wisconsin  captured  the  dls-

finished  in  the  order  named. 

The    sprint    medley    relay    race.      in 
which  the  first- two  men  ran  220  yards 
each,  the  third  440,  and  the  fourth  880 
yards,  was  an  exciting  event  from  start 
to  finish.     The  entrants  were  Columbia.

Princeton     and     Wlscon.sin.      Kaufman, 
for   Pennsylvania,   led   the  sprinters   in 
the  first  relay  with   Moore.   Princeton, 
and  Smith,   Wisconsin,   close  up.     Len- 
non.    Pennsylvania,   Barrett,    Princeton, 
Carter.  Wisconsin,   finished  the  second 
220    yards    relay    In    the    order    named. 
Then  Dismond.  the  noted  negro  runner 
of    Chicago,    brought    cheers    from    the 
Western  contingent  as  he  raced  to  the 
front  in   the  third   relay.    He   held  his 
lead    to    the    end,    six    yards    In    front 
of    Scudder,    Pennsylvania,    and    Rich- 
ardson.   Princeton.      As    the    last    relay 
started    Meredith.    Pennsylvania.       the 
Olympic  champion,  was  about  six  yards 
back.      Princeton    fell    behind    and    the 
race   was   between    Meredith,   Stout   of 
Chicago,  and  Harvey  of  Wisconsin.  The 
three     ran     bunched     until     round     the 
stretch,   where  Meredith   got  out   of   a 
pocket,  went  to  the  front  and  won  by 
about    three   yards.      Stout   was    second 
and  Harvey  third.     Meredith's  time  for 
the  half  mile  was  1:64  4-6.

Spree  By  Blowing  Off 
i  Top  of  Head. 

Chlfholni.  Minn..  April  29.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — As  a  <*llmax  to  a 
drunken  orgy  which  has  lasted  for  the 
last  three  weeks,  Marich  Jaakinen, 
aged  46.  and  single,  committed  suicide 
last  night  by  blowing  the  entire  top  of 
his  h<  ad  off  with  a  mushroom  bullet 
from  a   .10-30   rifle. 

JaaUliuMi  wa.s  livinfr  with  John  Mlt- 
alH  and  Matt  Kankaros  in  a  tar-papered 
two- room  hovol  at  318  West  Birch 
Btreet,  whf-re  the  suicide  took  place. 

Acoordine-  to  Mltala  and  Kankaroa, 
Jaakin.-u  had  be.-n  drinking  to  excese 
for  about  three  weeks  and  was  drunk, 
but  in  good  humor,  when  they  left  him 
at  the  shack  at  6:30  p.  m.  and  went  up 
town.  When  they  returned  at  9  p.  m., 
th*y  found  the  floor  of  the  front  room 
'of  the  shack  smeared  with  blood  that 
flowed  from  under  the  closed  door 
leading  to  the  back  room.

When  the  door  of  the  back  room, 
which  ^\as  Jammed  shut  by  the  weight 
of  the  body  which  had  fallen  against 
It.  was  forced  open  by  order  of  Deputy 
Coroner  A.  B.  Kirk,  a  most  grewsome 
•pectacle  was  revealed.  Particles  of 
the  he.id  were  scattered  all  around  the 
room  and  the  four  walls  were  spattered 
with  blood. 

F'.  i«  nds  of  Jaakinen  state  that  he  at- 
tenn>t<Ml  suicide  by  cutting  his  throat 
•«tx  years  aKo  when  he  was  living  in 
Kinney  and  he  was  at  that  time  con- 
fined for  five  month'*  In  a  Duluth  hos- 
pital  before  he  had  fully   recovered. 

No  relatives  of  Jaakinen  are  known 
to  reside  In  this  country  but  he  Is  said 
to  have  two  sisters  and  one  brother 
living  In  Finland.  The  body  will  be 
held  at  the  village  morgue  for  a  few 
days  apd  if  not  claimed  will  be  burled 
In    the    potter's    field.

WILL  AHACK 
PRISON  LABOR 


"No  man,  however  humane,  can  take 
charge  of  a  ctate  prison  under  Its 
present  method  of  management  with- 
out becoming  a  dual  character — on  the 
curface  a  genial  gentleman,  but  within 
a  brute." 

This  was  the  statement  made  by  Coi- 
ns Lovely,  vice  president  of  the  In- 
ternational Boot  &  Shoe  Workers' 
union,  who  arrived  here  this  morning 
to  take  part  In  the  Union  Labor  For- 
ward week  program,  which  will  begin 
tomorrow  and  continue  for  the  next  ten 
days. 

Mr.  Lovely  In  discussing  prison  la- 
bor and  prison  methods  attacked  the 
state  prisons  for  barbarity  In  han- 
dling prisoners  and  declared  that  the 
convict  labor  Institutions  were  unjust 
and  vicious. 

"The  Minnesota  prison  at  Stillwater 
is  a  monopoly  in  the  manufacture  of 
twine  and  farm  Implements."  he  said. 
"By  depriving  the  prison  laborer  of  his 
wages,  the  Institution  can  produce 
goods  cheaper  than  any  Independent 
factory,  driving  competition  from  the 
field.  And  this  is  not  the  worst  phase 
of  the  situation.  The  prison  teaches 
a  convict  a  trade,  and  then  monopolizes 
the  manufacture  of  that  particular  ar- 
ticle so  that  the  prisoner  can  make  no 
use  of  the  trade  he  has  learned  except 
in  prison.  When  the  prisoner  is  given 
his  freedom,  he  can  find  nothing  to  do 
In  his  line,  and  after  failure  to  find 
work,  has  nothing  to  do  except  to  re- 
turn to  his  old  occupation — crime." 

Mr.  Lovely  said  that  in  some  prisons 
instruments   of    torture    are   still    used. 

Mr.  Lovely  is  arranging  with  Presi- 
dent E.  G.  Hall  of  the  Minnesota  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  to  hold  a  public  meet- 
ing next  week  at  which  he  wITl  address 
ministers,  social  workers,  business 
men  and  others  interested  in  the  con- 
vict labor  situation.  He  has  been  in- 
vestigating prisons  for  several  yeara 
and  has  reports  from  many.  His  in- 
formation, he  says,  is  first-hand  and 
Is  largely  the  result  of  his  trips 
through  the  prisona. 

THIRD  BIGGEST 


April  has  been  one  of  the  three  best 
building  months  in  the  city's  history, 
according  to  the  monthly  report  of 
BulIdiniT  Inspector  Klelley,  which  "will 
be  submitted  to  Mayor  Prince  Monday 
morning. 

During  April  222  permits  were  is- 
sued for  construction  work  vajued  at 
1610,648,  as  compared  with  234  per- 
mits in  April,  1915,  for  buildliv^s  valued 
at  $340,178.  This  month's  figures  dou- 
ble those  of  the  same  month  a  year 
ago. 

From  Jan.  1  of  this  year  up  to  an 
early  hour  this  afternoon,  the  inspec- 
tor's office  had  issued  471  permits  for 
buildings  valued  at  $1,134,248,  while 
during  the  same  period  In  1916  631  per- 
mits were  Issued  for  buildings  and 
Improvements  totsrting  $679,106.  Com- 
pared with  the  month  of  April,  it  can 
be  seen  that  tbe  total  for  this  month 
is  almost  as  large  as  that  of  the  first 
four  months   in   191B. 

The  largest  month  in  the  city's  hlsr 
tory  was  in  August,  1910,  when  a  per- 
mit for  $10,000,000  was  given  the  Min- 
nesota Steel  company,  while  the  next 
highest  month  was  In  the  summer  of 
1912.  when  permits  were  taken  out  for 
the  $1.&00.000  steel  dock  erected  by  the 
D„  M.  &  N.   road.

Our  children  may  not  think 
so  much  of  them,  even  as  our  fathers 
did  not  think  so  much  of  the  mahog- 
any we  prize,  but  our  grandchildren 
will  surely  bless  us. 

We  all  have  ancestors,  many  of  us 
are  going  to  be  ancestors.  Practically 
all  of  us  think  more  of  the  former  fact 
than  the  latter,  probably  because  no 
one  cares  much  to  think  of  the  world 
going   cheerfully   on   without   him.

Houghton,  Mich..  April  29. —  (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— Hancock  has  "holed" 
from  the  sixty-third  level,  the  bottom 
of  Its  vertical  No.  2  shaft,  to  the  sixty- 
third  at  Qulncy  No.  7;  this  connection 
Is  a  great  gain  for  ventilation,  escape 
In  case  of  accident,  and  general  con- 
venience.

Contact  has  gone  through  Wyandot 
No.  8  lode  at  the  depth  of  about  2,200 
feet  In  Its  third  diamond  drill  hole 
and  found  the  lode  to  be  a  fine  myag- 
dalold  of  good  width,  but  bearing  no 
copper.  This  Is  not  disheartening  to 
those  familiar  with  the  diamond  drll- 
Ing  and  the  lodes  of  the  district.  The 
Kearsarge  lode  at  the  Ahmeek  In  the 
exploration  drilling  before  the  open- 
ing of  the  lode  revealed  no  copper  in 
the  holes,  but  the  metal  appeared  as 
soon  as  the  outcrop  was  broken.

North  Kearsarge  1*  sinking  at  No.  1 
abaft  from  th»  <hlrty-flfth  to  the 
thirty-sixth  level.  The  ground  at  the 
bottom  of  this  sii^t  Is  said  to  be  better 
than  it  is  higher  up  In  the  shaft,  and 
it  Is  thought  that -It  will  sOon  encoun- 
ter the  rich  shoot  from  the  Wolverine. 
No  sinking  has  been  done  at  this  shaft 
since  the  Calumet  A  Hecla  took  the 
mine  over  from  the  Blgelow-Hyams 
management.  The  rock  house  facilities 
had  been  inadequate  until  the  comple- 
tion of  the  fine,  new  steel  structure 
about  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  when  min- 
inp  operations  at  the  bottom  of  the 
shaft  could  be  resumed.
